9. (Original) The gutter and cover system according to claim 8, whraein the cover 
further comprises a kinetic energy dispersion section intermediate the rear portion of the gutter 
and the debris s^aration portion of the cover. 

10. (Original) The gutter and cover sjretem according to claim 8, wherein the 
interlocking means comprises crimping the top segment of the gutter and the flange portion of 
the cover together to interlock the top segment of the gutter with the flange portion of the cover. 

11. (Original) Thegutterandcoversystemof claims, whereui the gutter is made of a 
first material and the cover is made of a second material. 
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12. (Original) The gutter and cover system of claim 11, wherein the first material 
comprises aluminum and the second material comprises copper. 

13. (Cuixently Amended) The gutter and cover system of claim 8, wherein the gutter and 
cover are aita^ inte ffrallv connected without a comxector member. 

14. (Original) The gutter and cover system ofclaim 8, further comprising xnoimting 
means for securing the system to the edge of flie roof. 

15. (Original) The gutter and cover system ofclaim 14. wherein the mounting means 
forfher comprises mounting haidware for securing the system to the edge of the roof; wherein the 
mounting hardware extends through a hole in the gutter and cover system. 

16. (Original) The gutter and cover system of claim 15, wherein said mounting means is 
repeatedly positioned at determined distances along said gutter and cover system. 

17. (Original) The gutter and cover system of claim 8, further comprising an internal 
support member for reinforcing the gutter and cover. 

(Currently Amended) The gutter and cover system according to claim 17, wherein the 
intemal support member fiirdicr comprises a debris separation support segment juxtaposed to an 
undeifiide of the debris separation portion of the cover mi4 havfflS ^ PtPiS l g with aq i^pper ^flgc 
n^atching the deH ris; se paration p nrtinn of the cover, and a tear portion extending downward to a 
fiont £ace segment. 

19. (Original) The gutter aud cover system described in claim 18, further comprising 
fixation means for securing the intemal support member with respect to die gutter and cover 
system. 

20. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 19, wherein the fixation means flnrther 
comprises mounting hardware for securing the intemal support member to the gutter and cover 
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system, wherein the mountmg hardware extends through a hole in the d u b i b ii tp amtio n p nrrimi- 
effe^eveF gyt^ and into a hole in the debris separation support segment. 

21. (Original) The system according to claim 20, wherein the internal support member is 
repeatedly positioned at deteraiiiied distances along said gutter and cover system.
